AN EVIL TREE: The Story of Communism $1.25 


Basing her approach on the parable of the "good tree which bears good fruit 
and the evil tree which bears bad fruit”, Dr. Agnes Murphy, professor of philosophy 
and history at San Diego University's College for Women, here undertakes the difficult 
task of writing The Story of Communism for young readers. While her purpose is 
laudable and what is said is frequently compelling reading, it must be noted that at 
times Dr. Murphy tends to "oversimplify" the issues of her momentous theme and be- 
trays a basic weakness for the use of old fashioned rhetoric. Even so, Dr. Murphy's 
brief, but adequate, biographical sketches of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin put 
these men into clear perspective as she explains how atheism, dialectical materialism, 
naturalism and class struggle are the basic ingredients of the communistic way of 
life they espouse. The author concludes her book with a description of the attempts 
being made by Communists to capture the minds of American youth, and gives suggestions 
to her readers as to how they can meet the threat. It is unlikely that young people 
will choose this book on their own for leisure reading, but teachers can perform a 
real service if they steer them to it as a part of their history courses. [mprimatur.

Admittedly aimed at the laity, The Only Life attempts to argue its case in “the 
popular idiom”. Unfortunately the author fails sadly in both the purpose and presen- 
tation. It is evident that Father Shamon is a dedicated champion of the subject 
matter he treats, but his book will satisfy only those who are already pursuing the 
life he hopes others will practise. His attempts to challenge laymen to see that 
grace is the life of the soul, and that virtues are the powers of grace, fail because 
he does not show the "how" of such living today. It would be more useful for laymen 
to go to the source books the author mentions in his foreword such as Gerrigou 
Lagrange's, The Three Ages of the [Interior Life The language might be more difficult 
but the time spent reading would be more profitable. The Only Life is disappointing 
because laymen are ready for the kind of book the author set out to write.

Here is as valuable a piece of research as has been made available to the public 
in a long time. In response to a request from the Presbyterian Church that a study be made 
of the validity and pertinence of the church ministry to today's family, Dr. Roy W. Fairchild 
of San Francisco Theological Seminary, and Dr. J. C. Wynn of the Colgate-Rochester Divinity 
School, undertook jointly this exploration in depth of the changing Protestant family and 
its current challenge to the church which in so many ways seems not to be aware of the 
change. A Biblical perspective is provided, as well as an historical resume of Protestant 
perspectives on family issues from the time of the Reformation. But the major concern of 
the writers is to provide a thoroughgoing, descriptive analysis of today's family, its needs 
and potential, as well as its problems, and also a report on the often futile attempts of 
the church to redeem family conflict with vague moralisms. Within the family, say the 
authors, members must be gospel bearers to one another, and then to the outside world. This 
implies sufficient training and preparation, a task which the church at the moment does 
feebly, if at all. The book is a well documented, powerful challenge to all Protestant @) 
ministers and churches to a more effective ministry to and through families when the facts =, 
such as this book offer are made known, verified, accepted and acted for the greater 
glory of God.

A penetrating and thorough-going study of the plight of the inner city 
church as the Protestant Church follows-or precedes- its members to the suburbs and 
exurbs, leaving behind those who cannot alone afford to maintain the church or at- 
tract and provide for an adequate ministry. Dr. Gibson Winter, of the faculty of 
the University of Chicago, does much more than view the situation with alarm. He 
studies the role of the churches in the metropolis, and the part which they could 
play in its planning and growth. He describes the possibility and function of a es 
joint ministry shared by several Protestant Churches, and ministering to the needs 
of a sector of the city, thus helping to integrate it, instead of stepping up its 
fragmentation by persisting in fragmentary ministries to separate groups. Much of 
this material is projected from successful experiments in such an approach to the 
inner city's religious problems, and leads to the endorsement of ordination to ex- 
tended and augmented ministries in the direction of current proposals for Church 
unity. Such a complete and sobering study as this must be read by.all who plan for, 
or work in, the Protestant ministry to those who cannot or will not leave the city.

THE PROPHET FROM NAZARETH $4.75 


Every attempt to write a "life" of Jesus, says Dr. Morton Scott Enslin, 
has been a failure. The materials are not available. The four Gospels are neither 
biography nor history; their authors, none of them eye-witnesses of the events they 
record, used collections of material which was largely used for missionary preaching 
as zealous followers of the crucified prophet sought to continue his work of pro- 
claiming the momentary coming of the expected Kingdom. But while a biography cannot 
be written, Jesus can be known as we see him engaged in a life and death struggle in 
the midst of real men, enemies and friends alike, and demanding from his followers . 
the same commitment and devotion to their tasks which he brought to his. "The one ( 
whom we call Lord .... by his unflinching bravery and devotion, by his fidelity to 
his task, transformed his followers not by miracles which he wrought, not by miracles 
which were later wrought upon him, but by the life which he lived, he transformed 
them into men like himself, who recognized him for what he was and thus saw God in 
him." Dr. Enslin avoids any reliance on the supernatural in this essay on the prophet 
of Nazareth, who for him stands as a challenge to do in our day the equivalent of what 
he did in his. It is bravely written, and with much human warmth, but lacks the . 
dimension in which man can find meaning and purpose in his life because God has sought 
him out in his failure in the person of Jesus Christ who asks men not to be. imitations 
of Him but to be one with Him. The student who considers himself a "liberal" theolo- 
gically will find his position well presented here; others will find scant nournish- 
ment.

The art and the practice of meditation and contemplation upon God's 
mysteries and that supreme mystery of the nature of God himself, leading often to a 
vision of God, has not widely appealed to the modern generation of Christians. y 
Indeed, as they read the language of ecstasy and adoration which the mystics of old 
have used to express their love and longing for God and His love for them, they are 
often embarrassed, even if they understand. A felling of such intimacy so openly 
expressed may almost seem indecent if not unknown to those who have been taught that 
religion at its deepest..level is a private and secret affair. Could they be brought 
to read such an anthology as Mr. Eric Colledge gives us from the medieval mystics of ? 
England, prefaced by a long and scholarly chapter which relates one mystic to another 
at the deepest spiritual level, they might perhaps conclude that what passes for 
useful and respectable. religion and devotion today is a pale thing at best. These 
readings which take us from St. Aelred's Mirror of Love to excerpts from The Book 
of Margery Kempe have an ecstatic warmth which might bring the reader to be aware 
that he is missing much in his spiritual life. As it is, such a book as this will 
appeal greatly to the few mystics who survive in the world of too solid sense, and to 
scholars of the history of the spiritual development of those who thought that even 
the medieval world, with its painting, sculpture, architecture, music, ballads, ro- 
mances and plays was a world to be rejected and well lost in favor of a closer com- 
munion with God.

A Last Minute Arrival 


Bruce, F. F. Oxford 
THE ENGLISH BIBLE $3.75 


With the publication on March 14 of The New Testament section of the much herald- 
ed New English Bible (reviewed on p.g19 ), this history of the English Bible from its 
earliest days is particularly pertinent. Prof. Bruce, of the University of Manchester, 
turns back to the earliest days, when the Gospel story was told to the English people, and 
when wall paintings and relief carvings were used to convey Bible stories. Caedmon com- 
posed his poems in Old English; Bede wrote his ecclesiastical history and translated parts 
of the New Testament; Alcuin established the minster-school in York during the revival of 
learning under Charles. The 10th century had seen efforts in Old English in the enlight- 
ened court of Alfred the Great; Ormulum translated the gospels and Acts into Early Middle 
English. But it was Wycliffe's inspiration in the 14th century that brought much of this 
to fruition with the “Wycliffite version"- which followed a checkered career of acceptance 
and rejection. The invention of printing, the influence of Erasmus, of Tyndale (with the 
first printed Bible in English), of the forces of the Reformation, led eventually to 
Coverdale's first complete Bible printed in English, to the Matthew Bible and The Great 
Bible.. The Book of Common Prayer, under Edward VI was as much Cramer's legacy as the 
English Bible is Tyndale's. And by successive steps the version known as The King James 
Version was achieved. Final chapters trace variations, successive revisions both Catholic 
and Anglican, and the 20th century versions on to the newest. It is an immensely interest- 
ing study, not only for Bible students but for the layman. 
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
